1 . The Animal Care Committee approved a protocol where rabbits were placed on a 
special diet of 1 % cholesterol to induce a model closely mimicking 
atherosclerotic narrowing of blood vessels in humans. 

2. The Animal Care Committee (ACC) approved a protocol where guinea pigs were 
transported to an off-site location for experimental testing. The location was 
inspected by a subcommittee of the ACC prior to experimentation.
